9. (New) An apparatus comprising: 

a playback device that is configured to selectively render recorded information 
from a media at a first playback speed, a second playback speed, and a third 
playback speed, the first playback speed corresponding to a nominal recording 
speed of the recorded information on the media, and 

a controller that is configured to adjust the playback device from the second 
playback speed to the third playback speed, based upon whether valid reproduction 
information is rendered from the media at the second playback speed. 

10. (New) The apparatus of claim 9, wherein 

the media includes a magnetic tape that is recorded in accordance with the 
DVHS standard. 
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1 1 . (New) The apparatus of claim 1 0, wherein 

the third playback speed corresponds to twelve times the first playback speed.

12. (New) The apparatus of claim 9, wherein 

the nominal recording speed corresponds to at least one of: 16.67 mm/s, 8.33 
mm/s, 5.55 mm/s, 3.33 mm/s, 2.38 mm/s, and 33.35 mm/s. 



1 3. (New) The apparatus of claim 9, wherein 

the controller determines whether valid reproduction information Is rendered at 
the second playback speed based on detection of a speed code being reproduced at 
the second playback speed. 
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
